Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 
1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 - 17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this apphcation has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on March 10, 2003 has been entered. 


Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-6, 9-13, 18- 
28 have been allowed with the reasons set forth in the previous office action. Newly added 
claims 29-62 are allowed since while the prior art of record teaches an exposure apparatus which 
is provided a computing means for calculating the wavefi*ont of the projection optical system but 
the prior art of record either alone or in combination, neither discloses nor makes obvious the 
combination of an exposure apparatus and corresponding method comprising an illumination 
optical system for illuminating a first object under a first illumination condition and a second 
illumination condition wherein the first illumination includes a first spatial coherency condition, 
and the second illumination condition includes a second spatial coherency, a light intensity 
detector, and an information processing system, with particular ftinctions and connection among 
those elements, as recited in the above claims.
